Bits and pieces of plans come my way, as I presvme they do to 
the rest of you, e.g. the exciting training and employment plans with 
industry and labor with which the Mayor's Commission is involved, the 
work of the Committee of Eleven (11), made up of representatives from 
all recreation agencies, including our fine Park Dept., to coordinate, 
expand, and publicize ovr wonderful recreational facilities available 
to all. But what is the whole picture? What are the gaps? And not 
only are elected officials interested but also our many concerned 
citizens. Our first step certainly is to inform ovrse¥€s. to prepare 
for concerted, effect¥ves action with ovr fellow citiziens. 

I move that the City Cerk be requested to write a letter to the 
Mayor and the President of the Mayor's Commission on Human Relations, 
Rev. Nerger, to indicate the Covncil's keen interest in meeting with 
them soon and regularly to discuss these important matters, and that 


the Mayor be urged to take the initiative to set up a date for same.
